was “remo v able” and 
placed them in a bo x in the o ffice. 
Satu rd ay , a y o u ng man apprised lnm 
o f the fact that a wind o w in the o f­ 
fice was bro ken and it lo o ked as if 
so meo ne had been aro u nd the prem­ 
ises. Mo nd ay Clev enger mad e an in­ 
v estigatio n and befo re he had finish­ 
ed making a ro u nd o f the plant his 
anger was at a higher po int than at 
^jnv time befpre in his life. 
In the 
o ffice he fo u nd that the bo x co ntain - 
inga large nu mber o f the co stly brass 
fix tu res had been 
o pened and the 
v alv es, sto p-co cks and so fo rth, were 
in the land o f the missing. 
On the 
sto v e repo sed a large lard can that 
to ld part o f the sto ry . 
Here it was 
that the thiev es placed the brass fix 
fares and by bu rning them in a ho t 
fire managed to make them appear 
o ld and wo rn.

In the large d ry ho u se he fo u nd 
that the d astard ly 
pilferers 
had 
bro ken o ff a nu mber o f brass fix tu res 
with a hammer and co ld chisel.

Th e m eet­ 
ing was called by President Roosevelt, 
and h e will welcome th e conferees. 
Alth ou gh th e Ch icago meetings will 
discu ss many ph ases of th e ch ild labor 
q u estion, th eir main pu rpose is th e ad­ 
vocacy pf th e establish ment of a fed­ 
eral ch ildren’s bu reau , ch arged with 
th e du ty of looking after th e interests 
of th e cou ntry’s ch ildren.

presented before the General Assem- 
Iv . 
Both apply to criminal cases 
and criminals and by Bu rr are pro­ 
nou nced to be bills su ch as sheriffs 
throu g hou t the State 
hav e needed 
for y ears. 
One bill prov ides for the pay ment 
< f $1.5 0 witness fee and mileag e to 
witnesses for either the State or de­ 
fendant in criminal cases, where and 
Ii when witnesses mu st come from a 
I foreig n cou nty or State. 
Su ch a law 
wou ld hav e the effect of secu ring ev i­ 
dence more readily than is now the 
case. 
The second bill particu larly is of 
importance to sheriffs 
and 
circu it 
cou rts throu g hou t the State. 
It pro­ 
v ides for the retu rn of 
criminals 
from other States, the ex penses of 
which are to be borne by the cou nty 
and mu st be prov ided for by the 
cou nty cou ncil- in making appropri­ 
ations. 
By the terms of this bill the 
prosecu tor may g o before the cou rt 
and requ est the retu rn of a fu g itiv e. 
The cou rt is then to desig nate some 
ag ent to locate the prisoner, make 
the arrest and retu rn him to the 
cou nty in which the crime was com­ 
mitted. 
The ag ent is to receiv e 12 cents 
per mile for the first 100 miles trav ­ 
eled and the rate decreases then u ntil 
(5 ceu ts is allowed for each mile ov er 
and abov e 1000 miles. 
The ag ent is 
to receiv e 3 cents per mile for each 
mile trav eled by the prisoners. 
All 
other necessary and leg itimate ex ­ 
penses of retu rning su ch a prisoner 
are to be paid by the cou nty . 
At present there is no fu nd ou t of 
which the ex penses of retu rning pris­ 
oners from other States may be paid 
rnd the sheriffs hav e been handicap­ 
ped many times. Unless priv ate pa r­ 
ties pu t u p the ex penses of the cou n­ 
ty commissioners make a special al­ 
lowance the prisoner has a mig hty 
g ood chance to make a clean g et 
away , while the officers sit u p and 
look on with no fu nd at their dis­ 
posal to take u p a chase.

Jan. 21.—W ith a mile and 
a half of treacherou s, drifting ice cu t­ 
ting them off from ready com m u nica 
tion w ith the shore, at least fifty-three 
w orkm en are inclu ded am ong the list 
of m issing, and the m ajority of these 
already are known to be dead, as the 
resu lt of a fire which had its origin in 
a pow der vau lt atttached to the in ter­

the sou th side of the city at Seventy- 
third street. 
It Is know n tha t ninety- 
five workm en w ere employed in the 
crib and the connecting tu nnel at the 
tim e of the fire, bu t the work of the 
destroying elem ent was begu n so u n 
expectedly and reaped its harvest of 
dead and inju red with su ch sw iftness 
that the contracting firm of Georg? W. 


Jackson, and The rescu ers have been 
u nable to arrive at anything like an 
accu rate list of those who perished 
and others who escaped the fu ry of he 
flames or the icy w aters of the lake. 
No Chance to Escape. 
Owing to the difficu lty of sm all craft 
to reach the crib du ring the w inter, 
the m ajority of the workm en employed 
on the work and particu larly those 
who w ere w ithou t fam ilies slept In 
tem porary stru ctu res, and It was ju st 
as these had been aw akened for the 
day's rou tine that the explosion and 
su bsequ ent fire cau sed the pandem oni­ 
u m which resu lted in the loss of at 
least fifty-three lives. 
As nearly as the investigators have 
been able to ascertain, the explosion 
had its origin in a powder hou se of 
sm all dim ensions, situ ated abou t 100 
yards from the crib stru ctu re proper, 
bu t at the sam e tim e being a part of 
the general stru ctu re bu ilt on fou nda­ 
tions resting on the bottom of the lake 
at this point. 
The du ll detonation, 
mu ffled as it was by the cru nching of 
floating ice against the crib and the 
atm osphere

fog, 
sim ply arou sed the attention of the 
workm en, according to su rvivors, and 
it was not u ntil the heat of the flames 
and the stifling sm oke penetrated the 
so-called “living room ” of the crib and 
the tu nnel beneath the w aters of the 
lake that the fu ll im port of the dis­ 
aster daw ned u pon the little colony of 
w orkm en cu t off alm ost com pletely 
from hu m an su ccor. 
Go t Messag e to Shore. 
One of the workm en, with a cooler 
head than his fellows, abandoned the 
shou ting and frantic grou p on the crib 
platform and m ade his way throu gh 
the sm oke to the little enclosu re in 
which telephone com m u nication had 
been established w ith the shore sta ­ 
tion. 
The drowsy atten d an t a t this 
point was brou ght into action by a 
violent ringing of the bell and this was 
the m essage which set on foot the 
work of rescu e:
